Oil) -K.\SIlIONKI>Bl.A('MIKI{liX l'i 

One quart of blackben;. 
one teacupful of molasses, one tea- 
spoonful of soda, a little salt, and 
Hour enough to make a thick hatter. 
Boil in a bag from one and a half to 
two hours, or steam in a mould. 

Bi.ai kiikkky CAKE. — One cupful 
of rich sour milk or thin sour cream ;

DEaF-MUTEJDUCATION. 

We do not know if it would be 
considered improper to broach the 
snbject of education in trades at B 
convention of instructors, hut we So 
know that at the late meeting in 
Illinois it was most scrupulously 
ignored. There is scarcely an insti- 
on in this country at which a 
department for teaching trades does 
not. exist, yet from all the delegates 
of the various institutions there was 
not one, if we except Mi. .J. L Xoyes, 
of Minnesota, who made the slightest 
reference to the industrial depart- 
ments of their institutions. It is 
hard to account for this neglect ; for

ability is that their lack of skill at 
some trade is to blame tor the occupa- 
tion which they follow. 

Onr schools are established for the 
purpose of educating and fitting deaf- 
mutes to become useful members of 
society. The people are taxed that 
deaf-mute children may have the ad- 
vantage of good schooling. Hut the 
people expect tbat when these deaf- 
mute children leave school they will 
become self-supporting and a respec- 
table element of society. 

Deaf-mutes to be successful must 
be educated to a purpose. It in the 
province of the classroom to impart 
book knowledge and to make them 
intelligent, but it needs more than in- 
telligence to make a living. If. 
pled with this school-room knowledge, 
they can secure a good knowledge of 
some useful trade, then the aim and 
end of their schooling will have been 
attained. 

This is not as clear and forcible as 
we would have it, the ideas still unex- 
pressed are stronger than any here 
written, but we hope it will have a 
good effect, and present it to the 
" men and philosophers of deaf-mute 
education " to ponder over.
